However, if you have 
a very large quantity, inquire around 
your locality for some printer or pa- 
per box maker who has a gumming 
machine. You will find the cost per 
sheet for gumming will be very low 
and a lot less messy than trying to do 
it yourself.

show figures already over catalogue 
quotations. All we can say is that 
there are over 100 more pages this 
year but it does not weigh any more 
and does not seem to be any thicker.

Heavy orders from all parts of the 
country for the Boulder Dam stamp 
have made it necessary for the Post 
Office Department to request an ad- 
ditional printing of 25,000,000 stamps. 
As ordered at the present time, in- 
cluding this addition, the issue would 
be 75 million stamps. 

As mentioned last week, twelve 
plates have been made for this stamp, 
all flat plate, bearing consecutive 
numbers from 21455 through 21466. 
It is understood that only the first 
four numbers were available at Boul- 
der City on the first day there. How- 
ever, on October 1, the day the stamps 
were put on sale at the Agency, 
eight plates in all positions were 
available, 21455 through 21462. 

It is hard to state just how the 
centering is running, however, all the 
stamps your writer handled on that 
day seemed to rate way above aver- 
age, with no stamp in the entire lot 
having the perforations touch the 
design, and most of them satisfac- 
tory for album material. 

Late in the afternoon, one of the 
junior collectors in Washington, 
picked up a sheet of stamps of this 
issue bearing a decidedly fine paper 
crease, running crosswise of prac- 
tically a whole row of stamps. When 
stretched open, the white space was 
of a width that immediately claimed 
attention.

When Michigan Became 
A State 





A letter from Emil Jahnke, ques- 
tions the date carried on the Michigan 
Envelopes which have been issued by 
LINPRINT Inc. It may be noted that 
the dates on this envelope are 


1837 
1935 — 1937 


We glean from a booklet of the 
Michigan Historical Commission that 
the.State Constitution was adopted by 
popular vote on October 5, 1835. This 
then accounts for the 1935 date which 
is 100 years after adoption of the 
State Constitution. 

We learn further from this booklet 
that President Johnson signed the Act 
of Admission on January 26, 1837. 

We would therefore naturally take 
it that Michigan became a state on 
this date and that the dates 1837-1937 
are significant of the 100th annivers- 
sary of Statehood. 

While the booklet before us argues 
the various points from different an- 
gles, facts are facts and it is evident 
from a reading of the pamphlet that 
there is much question in the minds of 
authorities as to just. when Michigan 
did become a state and this accounts 
for the difference in dates that will 
be noted in the celebration of the 
Centenary of Statehood for Michigan.

A NEW DEAL FOR In further ref- 
STAMP DEALERS erence to our 
plans for the fu- 
ture, we have have made a careful 
study of the matter of advertising for 
the stamp dealer. As we stated in 
our announcement of last week, we 
believe that one thing the collectors 
like to see in their favorite stamp 
journal is a large amount of adver- 
tising with offers of attractive stamps. 
In a survey of our advertising ac- 
counts over the past several years we 
have found that our losses have been 
quite heavy. We are confident that 
this ieniien has been similar with 
practically all of the other weekly 
publications. 

In studying the situation we have 
become convinced that the reputable 
dealer who has been paying his bills 
regularly has been made to bear the 
burden of the irresponsible people who

This situation is not apparent in 
our office alone but is unquestionably 
the situation throughout the country. 

We believe that there should be an 
organization among Philatelic Publish- 
ers, whereby those who persistently 
fail to meet their advertising ac- 
counts should be barred from other 
publications, Permitting such deal- 
ers to continue by whatever method 
they may is certainly unfair to the 
dealer who does meet his obligations 
and is competition which the reput- 
able dealer should not have to face. 

Without further effort on our part 
to induce other publishers to agree 
on a plan which would eliminate the 
irresponsible dealer, Linn’s Weekly 
will set up a new plan for advertis- 
ing with its issue of November 2nd. 

After that date we expect to elim- 
inate fully 80% of the losses that we 
have borne in the past several years. 
By eliminating these’ losses we feel 
that we can offer the dealers who pay 
their accounts promptly, a much more 
attractive rate for their advertising. 

Thus, beginning with November, we 
will offer a discount of 10% from cur- 
rent transient advertising rates when 
cash is sent with copy for advertising. 

On Contract advertising which in- 
cludes any contract now in force, we 
will offer a discount of 5% from the 
rates shown in the contract form 
when bills for advertising are paid on 
or before the 10th of the month fol- 
lowing publication of the advertising 
co 

All other terms and conditions in 
the present forms of contract will 
continue in effect. 

Invoices for transient advertising 
which are to be for charge accounts 
will be rendered as of the date of 
publication of each individual adver- 
tisement and are due and payable on 
presentation, without discount of any 
kind. Failure to pay such invoices 
promptly as due will be cause for re- 
fusal of further credit on advertising 
and after thirty days such unpaid 
accounts will be placed for collection. 

Invoices for contract advertising 
will be rendered monthly, as of the 
date of last issue of the paper in each 
month and are due and payable on or 
before the 10th of the following 
month. When paid on or before the 
10th of the month, such invoices are 
subject to a discount of 5%. In- 
voices paid later than the 10th of the 
month shall under no circumstances 
be allowed any discount. 

All invoices are payable in bank- 
able funds, Pavments made in post- 
age stamps will be acceptable at our 
option, yet nothing except straight 
postage issues will be accepted.

Olustee Okla. in a type similar to

It of course was 
from the mail order type used there 
but I wonder if this could happen or- 
dinarily or is there an error in the 
handstamp? The best piece of the lot 
was a le ord. from Oregon Wis. in a 
type without lines or bars and the let- 
ters about the same size as a similar 
type used by Bristol Va. This is ONE 
nice precancel. 


The General Catalog 


In remounting a _ collection one 
comes upon things not noticed in the 
usual checking over of a catalog. I 
note that in Boston type 10 there is 
not listed any llc 1917 issue items 
either normal nor inverted, unless I 
am a little tetched in the haid I have 
these both. Also came upon a 20c 
Minneapolis perf. 10 in type 19, and a 
7c perf. 10 inv. in type 16. One other 
thing that stands out is handling of 
the two shades of 12c in the 1917 is- 
sue. In Maine and a few other states 
the editors have listed these as sep- 
arate items but the balance of the 
editors have ignored the shade and 
used only one listing for both shades. 
After all I believe this is the better 
way for any thing that tends to in- 
crease the number of varieties of pre- 
cancels is not a help to the game.
